Clerk Leone: "No Motions, no further Amendments?"

Speaker Breslin: "Third Reading."”

Clerk O'Brien: "House Joint Resolution 34, offered by
Representative W. Peterson. House Resolution 307,
Richmond. 308, Speaker Madigan, 310, Bob Olson. 311,
Williamson and 313, Ryder."

Speaker Breslin: "Are these General Resolutions or Agreed
Resolutions, Mr. Clerk?"

Clerk O'Brien: "Agreed."

Speaker Breslin: "Agreed Resolutions. Representative Matijevich
on the Agreed Resolutions."”

Matijevich: "Yes Madam Speaker, we have examined the Resolutions
they are congratulatory. I move the adoption of the Agreed
Resolutions.” '

Speaker Breslin: "The Gentleman has moved the adoption of the
Agreed Resolutions. All those in favor say 'aye', opposed
'nay'. In the opinion of the Chair, the 'ayes' have it And
the Agreed Resolutions are adopted. General Resolutions.
No General Resolutions. Death Resolutions. Ladies and
Gentlemen there has been a Motion filed on House Resolution
301, House Resolution 301, the Motion is to bypass
committee. On that gquestion 1is there any discussion?
Hearing no discussion and with use of the Attendance Roll
Call, House Resolution 301, has bypassed committee. On

Zickus: "Thank you, Madam Speakef, Ladies and Gentlemen of the
House. Pursuant to Rule 43 A, I move to bypass

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Breslin: T"Excuse me, Representative Zickus we have
already done that and you have permission to bypass
committee., Please present the Resolution to us."

"Alright, Resolution 301, is asking that the Governor not
grant Executive clemency to William Herons who's the
longest held prisoner 1in our Corrections Department.
Williams Aarons committed heinous crimes in the mid 1940's,
including the murder ‘and dismemberment of six year old
Susan Degnan. The Prisoner Review Board 1is scheduled to
give 1it's recommendation to Governor Thompson this week.
Mr. Herons feels that he's paid his debt to society but I
strongly disagree with that, and the court's action when
they granted three consecutive life sentences to Mr. Herons
was clear that he was not to be free again and I would
appreciate your support of Resolution 301."

Breslin: "The Lady has moved for the adoption of House
Resolution 301, and on that question |is there any
discussion? The Gentleman from Fulton Representative Homer
on the Resolution.”

"Thank you Madam Speaker, I certainly don't stand in
opposition to the Lady's Bill. My problem is I don't know
anything about William Herons, and I'm hesitant to vote to
deny someones petition without knowing anything about it.
It runs contrary to my legal training and, I want to let
the Lady know that probably if I were conversant with the
facts I may well stand with her. I'm not, I'm hesitant to
vote for something without knowing the basis of it and
therefore I'm going to stand and vote 'present'."

Breslin: "Any other discussion? Hearing no discussion,
all those in favor say 'aye', all those opposed say 'no’'.
In the opinion of the Chair the 'ayes' have it and the
Resolution...okay. Thére's a request for a Roll Call all

those in favor vote ‘'aye', all those opposed vote 'no'.
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Representative Tate, one minute to explain your vote."

Tate: "Thank you, Madam Speaker, Ladies and Gentlemen of the
House. I just wanted it clear that all the Members
understand that this Mr, William Herons murdered three
people and dismembered their bodies and is up for clemency
and that is the issue before us today."

Speaker Breslin: "Any further discussion? Have all voted who
wish? Have all voted who wish? The Clerk will take the
record. On this question there are 97...on this question
there are 98 voting 'aye', none voting 'no' and 1l voting
"present' and the Resolution is adopted." Representative
Cullerton in the Chair."

Flinn: "Mr. Speaker, are we about to adjourn?"

Speaker Cullerton: "Chair recognizes Representative Flinn."

Flinn: "Mr. Speaker, are we about to adjourn? I have an
announcement to make concerning the Financial Institutions
Commi;tee.“

Speaker Cullerton: "Sir, could you proceed with your
announcement, Representative Flinn, at this time, and
anyone else that has an announcement after Representative
Flinn do so at this time.

Flinn: "I would like to announce for the benefit of the staff and
all 32 members of the Financial Institution Committee tﬂere

"will not be a meeting this afternoon. We have cancelled
the meeting wuntil next week. No meeting of Financial
Institutions."

Speaker Cullerton: "Is there any other Members seeking
recognition for the purposes of an announcement? Mr. Clerk
please read the Death Resolutions.”

Clerk O'Brien: "Senate Joint Resolution #10 and House Resolution
306, offered by Representative Johnson, with respect to the
memory of John P. Higgins and House Resolution 309,

offered by Representative Johnson, with respect to the
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memory of Dick Johnson,"

Speaker Cullerton: "Representative Matijevich and the Death
Resolutions.”

Matijevich: "I move to adopt the Death Resolutions.”

Speaker Cullerton: "Gentleman  moves to adopt the Death
Resolutions. All in favor say 'aye', all opposed say 'no'.
The 'ayes' have it, in the opinion of the Chair. The Death
Resolutions are adopted. Ladies and Gentlemen could I have
have your attention for a moment please. We're about to do
a Death Resolution of a former Member and then it's our
intention to adjourn after that Resolution. So could I
have your attention please. Mr, Clerk, would you please
read the Resolution.” ,

Clerk O'Brien: "House Resolution 228, offered by Representative
Daley, whereas the House learned with sorrow of the death
of John M. Vitek former, Democrat State Representative from
the near Southwest side of Chicago.

On
behalf of the people of the 21st district, I extend my
sympathy to his son Jack, his daughter—in-law Sheila, his
grandchildren and great grandchildren. John Vitek was
truly a good friend of mine, and a good and loyal Democrat.

Everyone
knew he was very 1loyal,loyal to the Democratic Party,
loyal to his family and to the Members on the Republican
side. He talked time and time to me again of his
_friendship, that he had with each and everyone of you. He
really represented our district extremely well, and I know
he had the concerns and interests of every district in this
state.
